These rules, which will have a great effect 
upon the administration of the new law, may 
be summed up brie..y as follows: 

Nothing but money can be received in payment 
for transportation. This is aimed at newspaper 
and periodical advertising, the bulk of which is 
paid for in transportation. 

Where two or more connecting roads unite in 
establishing a through rate such action will be 
regarded as a change in rate and will require 
thirty days’ notice to the commission. 

Where a new road is opened and secures 3 
through rate with another line such a rate will 
be deemed a new one and wil! require no notice. 

General commutation, mileage, and excursion 
rates cannot be changed without thirty days’ no- 
tice, except that excursion rates good for three 
days will require only one day's notice, and rates 
good for more than three and not more than thirty 
days will require three days’ notice.

surgents. The cessation of hostilities has 
checked such talk altogether. 

The new situation was received at the hotels 
and clubs with blank surprise. Here it was 
considered that the arranging of peace with- 
out the guarantee of the United States be- 
hind it would be an unwelcome cutcome, it 
being’ feared that the future tranquillity of 
the island would not be assured. Since the 
publication of President Roosevelt's letter 
hope has been expressed that the United 
States would be a strong factor in arranging 
for Cuba some better, cheaper, and less 
elaborate form of government, and a reduc- 
tion in tariffs, which would bring the cost of 
living to a reasonabie basis.

Dixie Ordered to Cienfuegos. 

The United States auxiliary cruiser Dixie 
received orders today from Washington to 
proceed to Cienfuegos, and will sail at 2 
It is believed 
that the small force of the gunboat Marietta 
is not considered a sufficient guard, owing 
to the conditions in the besieged city. 

This morning Commander Colwell of the 
cruiser Denver was visited by a brother of 
Senator Zayas, the liberal leader, who was 
selected by the rebels as their provisiona) 
president. Sefior Zayas stated that his broth- 
er wished to visit Commander Colwell aboard 


the Denver, and would like Commander Col- 


well Jo guarantee him safe conduct. Colwell 
did not see his way to accede to these re- 
quests. 

An American visited the towns of Santiago 
de las Vegas, Rincon, and Wajay, near Ha- 
vana, thie afternoon in an automobile. He 
did not see a rebel. He was told that the 
insurgents had withdrawn. but he could not 
ascertain where they had gone. 


New York Junta Cables Advice. 

Felipo Romero admits that he received a 
cable dispatch from Gen. Aguiree, head of 
the junta in New York. asking him to advise 
the rebels to cease fighting until Secretary 
Taft arrives. He adde that he asked per- 
mission from the government to deliver the 
message but the government refused to per- 
mit him to do so. The secret police report 
that Sefior Romero not only received the 
message but that he also went to the rebel 
camp in an automobile and delivered it. 

The western railroad was again paralyzed 
today. No trains were running. The rebels 
are detaining a repair train at Calabazar. 

According to official dispatches the rebels 
lost fourteen killed and thirty-six wounded 
m the recent fight at Santo Domingo, Santa 
Clara province. It is reported that the 
storekeepers in some of the country towns 
are sending their stocks to Havana and 
closing their stores. 


Havana Papers Applaud Roosevelt. 
"Commenting on President Roosevelt's let- 
ter to Sefior Quesada, the Cuban minister 
to the United States, the Discusion says 
that all the world except a few contractors 


supplying materials or monarchs who favor 


@ policy of rapine will applaud it. The 
paper considers that the letter means that 
President Roosevelt intends to maintain 
Cuban independence. The United States, it 
says, could, without any violence either in 
reality or form, keep Cuba, but Mr. Roose- 
vet does not aspire to this nor is he dis- 
posed to take advantage of the circum- 
stances. : 

The impulse of his spirit and the text of his 
words and the nature of his actions all lead 
in one direction the Discusion believes, 
namely, to sustain independence and defend 
Cuba from the errors of the Cubans them- 
selves.

Gen. Funston, who 
has fought. in Cuba and knows the lay of 
ite land, is to come with them as one of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's peace commissioners. 
Three American men-of-war are in the har- 
bor and more are coming to give the peace 
party 4 proper setting. | 

All this le proper, according to the best 
informed men in Cuba with anything. to 
lose. They hope to see American troops 
landed in the cause of peace now and for- 
ever. Their first withdrawal, they say, has 
proved a mistake. A second would be a 
crime. 

In other words, nobody of. consequence 
among the politically disinterested can see 
how Mr. Taft can coffer any settlement that 
will continue the Cuban republic as an in- 
dependent power and secure to it permanent 
peace. They believe President Roosevelt 
realizes this and is prepared to have Mr. 
Taft and Mr. Bacon leave peace behind them 
with Gen. Funston and some troops to pre- 
serve it. 


Roosevelt’s Attitude Clear. 


In spite of President Roosevelt's eloquently 
expressed sorrow at the self destroyed work 
of his own creation it is pointed out that his 
manner in acting the peacemaker shows 
clearly that he intends that his creation 
shall stand if he has to fight for it. 

Mr. Taft and company will have no trouble 
in stopping the fighting until it is seen what 
they can offer and whether they mean busi- 
ness. The latter seems clear. It ie just 
the possibility of the complete withdrawal 
of the United States after failure to secure 
peace that keeps any life in the rebel move- 
ment. Even now its leaders want Pree’dent 
Palma turned out and new elections ordered 
at once President Palma was declared 
duly elected, and without overriding the Cu- 
ban constitution the peace commission can- 
not order a new election. It cannot turn 
out officeholders and give their places to 
the other side. which is really the object of 
the war. without unwarrantable interference 
in the affairs of a free republic or the estab- 
lishment of a protectorate. 

The latter is expected to be the outcome 
Mr. Taft it is foretold, will listen to both 
sides and see much that is commendable and 
reprehensible in the acts of both. He will 
find that neither has acted according to the 
constitution prepered for Cuba at Washing- 
ton and that it ls a misfit for the people there- 
of in thelr present development. He will sug- 
gest certain amerdments to the election laws 
and stand sponsor perbape for certain prom- 
ises of the ins which the outs seem- 
ingly accept but which they will not ex- 
pect to be carried out unless they keep pre- 
pared to renew the revolution at will. 


No Lasting Peace Possible. 


There would be peace for a time as there 
would be if President Palma, an unlocked 
for result. should be persuaded to resign, but 
the moderates would but bide their time and, 
unrestrained, would make another peace 
commission from the United States neces- 
sary within a few years. 

This is the view of calm men with no in- 
terests except a desire that the island be 
kept at peace by stronger hands than those 
possessed by either party, or any party that 
its own people can organize for its control. 
They do not doubt that the roseate secre- 
tary of war will beam on the troubled waters 
and calm them, but they look to the United 
States army and navy as resident stations 
for a permanent supply of oll to prevent the 
slipping of Cuba ‘nto the revolutionary olass 
of Central American republics, 

The destruction of property so far has 
been mostly that of British raflroads, and 
the question is often askea if Engiand has 
not slightly prodded President Roosevelt to 
nie sudden peace efforts and will not hold 
rim up to the spirit of the peace amend- 
ment. ; 

As I write the air is full of rumors of rebel 
attacks cn the outskirts of the city and sol- 
diers are hurrying this way and that. Drums 
veat and sound of distant firing can be 
teard, but the streets are full of laughing 
people dashing about in cabs, sitting on 
benches in the park. or parading the prado 
anc wining and dining inside the cafés while 
a band plays in the public square. And 
the theaters are thronged. only the wearicd 
president in the palace seems ‘interested in 
the fate of the shaking republic. 


FOLLY OF A MILLIONAIRE 
WILL COST HIM $250,000. 


Philacelphia Capitalist Helped Hipple 
and Segal in a Deal and Must Now 
Pay or Face Trial. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Sept. 16—[Special]—J” 
Wainwright, millionaire capital'et of 
Ardmcre, will be asked tomorrow bs District 
Attorney Bell to explain his connection with 
a note signed by bim for $250,000 and found 
in the vault of the wrecked Real Estate 
Trust company, and also what he knows 
about two checks made to his order, ag~ 
gregating $300,000. Unless Mr. Wainwright 
pays up. the district attorney says he will 
arrest him. 

Mr. Wainwright sald tonight he would 
pay, although all he ever got out of the 
affair which he carried on with the suicide 
president, Hipple, and Promoter was 
$0,000. 

The situation is regarded by financiers as 
promising some of the liveliest developments 
of the failure, Wainwrigh: being a Presby- 
terian elder and widely known financier. 

According to Receiver Earle, Hipple and 
Segal needed money to float ane of their 
wildcat .companies. They went to Wain- 
wright and put @ proposition before him, 
offering him $50,000 bonus for his note for 
$250,000. Getting this note, Hipple carried 
it to his company and loaned himself $250, - 
000 in cash on it. 

Then Hipple sent a check for this amount 
to Wainwright, who with it bought bonds of 
Hippies wildcat company of face value to 
that amount. These bonds were deposited 
in the place of the money taken as security 
for the note. Now Mr. Wainwright will have 
to pay up or face arrest.

End Comes to Pioneer Chicago 


Manufacturer While on 
2 Hunting Trip. 


LONG TIME IN BUSINESS. 


Visits European, Estate Owned by 
Adolphus Busch, His Broth- 
er-in-Law. 


Peter Schuttler, millionaire w&gon manu- 
facturer and pioneer of Chicago, died yes- 
terday morning in Langenschwalbach, Ger- 
many, at the summer ‘residence of his 
brother-in-law, Adolphus Busch of St. Louis. 


A cablegram, briefly announcing his death, | 


reached his Chicago home,. 66 Lake Shore 
drive, late in the afternoon. 

Mr. Schuttler, who was 65 years old, was 
spending the summer in Burope. ‘He went 
abroad early in June to attend the fiftieth 
anniversary of his college club, Saxonia.“ 
of the Karlsruhe polytechnic school, where 


| he was educated. Afterwards he toured 


through. various parts of Germany and was 
to have sailed for New York from Cherbourg 
on Sept. 19, the date of his hirth. A little 
over a week ago he was taken ill with stom- 
ach trouble. He gradually grew weaker un- 
til his death. : 

About a year ago Mr. Schuttler was stricken 
with a similar Ulness while attending a ban- 
quet of the Chicago Commercial club. He 
recovered quickly, but since that time had 
suffered slight attacks at intervals. 

He was identified prominently with the 
manufacturing interests of Chicago. He 
was president of the Peter Schuettler com- 
pany, makers of wagons at Clinton and West 
Monroe streets, and was engaged actively in 
the busfnesa up to the time of his death. 
He had been at the head of the concern 
since the death of his father in 1865. Until 
a few years ago he was a member of the Chi- 
cago and other clubs. He retained his mem- 
bership in the Chicago Commercial club and 
was one of its most active workers for Chi- 
cago's advancement. 


Survived by Five Children. 


Mr. Schuttier’s wife died five years ago. He 
is survived by hie five children, four sons and 
one daughter. The sons all are at home in 
Chicago and they received no details of their 
father's death except the brief dispatch. 
More news is expected today, when funeral 
arrangements wiil be made. The daughter, 
Miss Lillian Schuttler, was traveling in 
Europe with her father and was at his bed- 
side at the time of his death. The four sons, 
who are associated in the wagon business 
of their father, are Peter Jr., Carl, Walter, 
and Adolph B. It is expected that Mr. Schut- 
tler’s body will be brought home on the Kron- 
prinz Wilhelm on Sept. 19, the same day he 
was to have sailed for New York. 


Finishes Education in Germany. 


He was born in Sandusky, O., on. Sept. 
19, 1841. He was brought to Chicago by 
his parents in 1842 His father estab- 
lishea the wagon works at Randolph and 
Franklin streets in 1842. The plant was 
moved to its present location after the Chi- 
cago fire. Mr. Schuttler was educated in the 
pubiic schools and in the Gleason prepara- 
tory school. He was sent to Karisruhe in 
1856, where he took a four years’ course in 
civil and mechanical engineering, gracuating 
with honors. He entered business with his 
father on his return to-America, and later 
married Miss Anheuser, who was a sister of 
Mrs. Adoiphus Busch. When his fatherdied 
he assumed full control of the wagon.manu- 
factory. He was a republican, but was not 
active: in politics, aithough he was a. presi- 
dential elector at the time of Gen. Grant’s 
last nomination. He was a member of the 
Illinols state board of agriculture from 1882 
to 1884. Mr. Schuttier’s caiel recreation was 
shooting. He organized the Tolleston Shoot- 
ing club. Mr. Busch’s shooting lodge, where 
he died, was the center of a fine game pre- 
serve.

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 16.—Aaron Thomas 
Bliss, former governor of Michigan, died in 
a sanitarium here today of apoplexy. Mr. 
Bliss had for a long time been a sufferer 
with Bright’s disease, but his death was un- 
expected. 

Mr. Bliss was born in Smithfield, N. Y., in 
1887, and enlisted as a private in the Tenth 
New York cavalry in 1861, and was promoted 
to captain in 1862. He was captured and 
served six months in prison, escaping in 
1864, and reached the union lines aimost 
starved. 

In 1265 he became a manufacturer of lum- 
ber and salt in Saginaw, Mich., and he since 
had been largely interested in banking, mer- 
cantile, and farming enterprises.” 

He was elected state senator by the repub- 
licans in 1882, congressman from the Eighth 
district, 1880-91, and was elected governor 
of the state in 1900, and reslected in 1002.

PARIS, Sept. 16—The police today, after a 


jong and baflling investigation, discovered“ 


a gang of counterfeiters remarkable fer its 


j methods, which were almost perfect, and for 


its spirit of comradeship, which made possi- 
ble for so long defiance of the police. . 

So successful had been the operations of 
the gang that it was planned to establish 
branches in American cities, among them 
Chicago, III., and Buenos Ayres, Argentina. 
Branches had already been established in 
England and Germany. 8 
. Fifty members of the band were arr 
Among them were severa! students of the 
Latin quarter whose parents hold high offi- 
cial positions. The students are accused of 
passing the coufiterfeits, which were mostly 
10 and 20 franc gold pieces. 

It is estimated: that at least 200,000 
was put in circulation by the band. By el 
troplating the pieces with gold the spurious 
money was easily passed. : 

Master Mind Forms Scheme. 
A criminal with a master mind originated 
the scheme. He established a sort of syn- 
dicate governed by keen business methods, 
which enabled the gang to exist undiscovered 
for twelve montha. | 

Wives and dependent relatives of the Im- 
prisoned men received regularly pensions 
from some mysterious source. 

At last two detective inspectors on duty 
in the Luxembourg gardens observed several 
well dressed young men accompanied by 
some loudly dressed young women frequent- 
ly exchanged gold for silver. Twoof the men 
were arrested as they were passing spurious 
coin. Their pockets contained rolls of simi- 
lar counterfeits. : 


Alarmed One “Peaches.” 

One of the men, in alarm, gave the names 
of two men from whom he had obtained the 
gold. These men were arrested and kept in 
jail for weeks, but refused to reveal any- 
thing. The police felt they had made a mis- 
take in arresting them so soon. 

Among the prisoners were the son of @ 
well known senator, the son of a judge, and 
half a dozen well educated young spend- 
thrifts of good families. Each faithfully kept 
the secret. Nothing could induce them to 
speak, although free paraon was promised 
whoever would inform. 

One of the prisoners decided yesterday to 
turn state's evidence. On his information 
the police visited a suburb of Alfort, where, 
in an innocent looking small] factory, they 
arrested the chief of the gang, Louls Menage, 
who was actually engaged in casting the 
counterfeits. The premises were fitted with 
the most perfect machinery fcr coining 
money. 

With Menage was a handsome girl of 18 
years. 
Counterfeiters in Association. 

Menage managed an association of more 
than seventy persons. Under his presidency 
a committee of three decided on all the op- 
erations of the gang. Spurious 10 franc 
pleces were sold by the committee at 50 cents 
sach to a dozen travelers, who in turn em- 
ployed others as actual utterers of the coin. 


SUPPOSED ROBBER SHOOTS, 
WOUND PROBABLY FATAL. 


Gustave Swanson, 147 Oak Street, Re- 
ceives Bullet in Abdomen While 
Fleeing from Three Men. 


In attempting to avoid three men whom 
he believed to be robbers, Gustave Swanson, 
30 years old.

Poll of Pennsylvania Board of Trade 
Shows Sentiment Strong for a Reduc- 
tion by Roads in the East. 


Harrisburg, Pa., Sept. 16.—[Special.]—The 
state board of trade of Pennsylvania has set 
afoot a movement to obtain uniform legisla- 
sion throughout the United States for 4 2 
cent railroad fare.

MONGOLIA ON MIDWAY REEF AND 
PASSENGERS MAY SUFFER. 


Pacific Mail Liner Strikes on Same 
Day That Manchuria Is Pullea on 
the Rocks Near Honolulu—Island Is 
Lacking in Accommodations for So 
‘Many Persons As Those Marooned 
—Steamers May Be Hurried trom 
Haweali to Aid Vessel. 


MIDWAY ISLAND, North Pacific Ocean, 
Sept. 16.—The steamship Mongolia of the 
Pacific Mail Une is stranded on Midway reef. 
It is in a bad position. 

Its passengers have been landed safely, but 
may undergo suffering, as Midway is lack- 
ing in accommodations for as many persons 
as the Mongolia carried. 

Unless the vessel is floated shortly, steamers 
will be hurried from Honolulu with wrecking 
apparatus and provisions. They will also 
take away the Mongolia’s passengers. 

The Mongolia sailed from Yokohama for 
San Francisco on Sept. 10. Its sister ship, 
the Manchuria, went ashore on Rabbit island, 
near Honolulu, on Aug. 20. 

The Mongolia was built at Camden, N. J., 
in 1904. Its length is 600 feet, beam 65.3, and 
it registers 13,688 tons gross. 4 

The. reef on which the Mongolia is ashore 
nearly surrounds the Midway itlanda, a 
group mm the North Pacific ocean, gorthwest 
of the ‘HaWatian “islands. The reef is open 
only on the west side, admitting to Welles 
harbor, which is roomy and safe. 

On MidWay island is a Station of the Com- 
mercial Cable company. 

Manchuria Floated at Last. 

HONOLULU, Sept. 16.—The Pacific Mail 
company’s 
went aground on Rabbit island on Aug. 20, 
was successfully floated today and is now 
being towed to this port by the tug Restorer. 
A great crowd is watching it. During the 
final efforts to pull the Manchuria off the 
reef several thousand bags of flour were 


jettisoned. These are washing ashore and 
are being picked up by the natives.

Upon concluding his speech the thousands 
of people present shouted “ Vivas for Presi-

country made in favor of a foreign president.

No Disorder Reported. 

In this city decorations were on a more 
elaborate scale than-heretofore. The parade 
was three bours in passing a given point, 
where it was reviewed by President Diaz, 
Vice President Corral, members of the senate 
and chamber of deputies, the diplomatic 
corps, and prominent citizens. The utmost 
tranquillity prevailed in this city, not a 
single arrest having been made. The saloons 
had been cloged since yesterday at noon, a 
precaution taken by the municipal authori- 
ties to circumvent any possibility of trouble. 

Reports from all points throughout the 
country, including the cities of Monterey, 
Saltillo, San Luis Potosi, Tampico, Torreon, 
and hundreds of smaller towns show that not 
the slightest disturbance marred the cele- 
bration. Patriotic speeches were on the pro- 
grams in the majority of the towns and cities. 

Everything was orderly at Cananea, where 
10,000 Americans and Mexicans marched side 
by side from one end of the city to the other.

PETERSBURG, Sept. 16.—The police 
at Warsaw today discovered the headquar- 
ters of the revolutionaries in Leznos street, 
and seized a supply of bombs and weapons 
and important documents. 

Two terrorists were executed in the citadel 
at Warsaw Saturday. 

Gen. De Dioulin, former prefect of St. 
Petersburg, will succeed the late Gen. Trepoff 
as commandant of the imperial palace. 


Trepof Dies Alone. 

The death of Gen. Trepoff took place be- 
tween 6 and S Oclock last night. At 6 
o'clock he told hie wife he felt tired and 
would rest on the sofa in his private cabinet. 
He asked that he be called at 8 o'clock. 
When his valet entered the room at that 
hour he found his master dead. The body 
already was cold. The features were tran- 
quil, indicating the general passed away 
painlessly: It was known for two weeks 
that since the ezar relieved Gen. Trepoff of 
his functions as governor of the palace at 
Peterhof his condition had been grave. 
Strengthening of the action of his heart was 
not to be expected in the humid, low lying 
place on whieh Peterhof palace stands. 

Aside from the danger of making a jour- 
ney to take 4 cure, owing to his condition, 
Trepoif desired to remain personally to com- 
municate confidential information to the 
new governor of the palace. Although he 
suffered much from pain in the chest, sides, 
and throat, he refused to go to bed. 

On Thursday he went to the pier in the 
palace grounds to see the imperial family 
start on a eruise to Finland. His face then 
wore an Inflexible dignity. The funeral ar- 

rangements will be decided upon the czar’s 
return. 

Gen. Trepoff fully realized the state of his 
health, and when he heard that Gen. Kozloff 
had been assassinated in mistake for himself 
he smiled bitterly and said: 

“They really need not give themselves 
trouble, as the end will come quickly enough 
without that,”

TYPOGRAPHICAL BODY EXPEILS 
70 EMPLOYES OF GOVERNMENT. 


Refusal to Pay Strike Assessments 
Leads to Action—Nearly 200 More 
Slated for Expulsion— Action Makes 
Office “Open Shop,“ and May Lead 
to moO End of Trouble for PFuhlie 
Printer Stillings—Clashes Between 
Union and Expelled. Men, Expected. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 16.—[Special.]— 
The Columbia Typographical union of Wash- 
ington, at a meeting today, voted to expel 
peventy members who refused to continue 
the payment of the assessment levied for 
strike benefits, on account of the strike 
against employing printers in the District 
of Columbia, which has been on since last 
January. 

The members dismiased from the union 
are all employed at the government print- 
ing office and it is said that the number to 
be expelled may reach 250 before the mat- 
ter ends. 

The action taken today may lead to no 
end of trouble at the government printery. 
Public Printer Stillings has given it out 
flat that no man shall be molested in his 
work on account of the fact that, he does 
not belong to the union. 

As the president has recognized the open 
shop,” today’siaction makes the government 
office in fact what it has been in name, an 
“open shop. The feeling shown at the 
meeting of the Columbia Typographical union 
towards the expelled members was intense. 
It is predicted there will be clashes between 
those expelled and the union printers who 
voted to expel them, 


BARTZEN ANSWERS GIBBONS; 
DEFIES STATE STREET STORES 


Building Commissioner Indignant at 
Magistrate’s Statement Regarding 
the Prosecution of Violations. 


Building Commissioner Bartzen waxed in- 
dignant yesterday when he learned that Jus- 
tice Gibbons had shifted the responsibility 
for the supposed holding up of the city’s 
cases against the firm of Marshall Field & 
Co: on to the commissioner’s shoulders. 

“I don’t understand why he should say 
that any more than I understand another 
statement that Justice Gibbons made some 
time ago,” said Commissioner Bartzen. 
When I appeared first in his court some 
months ago, after I expressed my intention 
of forcing the State street stores to respect 
the law, Justice Gibbons told me that I had 
‘better go a little slow on the State street 
stores.’ I don't know what he meant by that, 
but I took it as a hint that I ought to permit 
violations there rather than elsewhere. 

“I already had been told that the firms 
on State street were too big for me and that 
I would not be able to enforcé the law there, 
80, not yet quite sure how strong I was, I 
went slowly. I expect to enforce the law 
on State street, however, as well as else- 
where, and I won't let any influence prevent 
me.“ 

When Justice Gibbons was confronted with 
this fresh charge from the building commis- 
sioner he said he did not care to enter into 
any controversy with him. His record as 
a magistrate, he said, was sufficient refuta- 
tion of any such assertion on the part of 
Commissioner Bartzen. The justice said he 
did not remember making any such state- 
ment.

The 
trucksters heard Mr. Shea's “ rootere”’ and 
were convinced. 

A Httle later Shea and bis “rooting” 
chorus invaded the coal teamsters’ meeting 
at Koch's tal. The coal men algo fell into 


line. 
Enemies Retire in Confusion. 


When Shea rose to speak in the Brand's. 
hall meeting he was greeted with nine rahs 


and a tiger. This was so unexpected that his 
enemies were overwhelmed with confusion. 
They retired to the rear of the hall and at- 
tempted to form a rival hissing crew,” but 
gave it. up after one or two trials. 

Shea took advanta of their embarrass- 
ment. He proceeded to assail Albert Young 
and the other leaders of the secession move- 
ment without mincing words, 

„ understand Young is going to squeal’ 
on me in my trial over on the north side,” 
said Shea. “ He had better not, for he will 
get the worst of it. Bverybody knows that 
Young is no angel.“ 

Here the Shea rooters got busy again. 

Albert Young is a great big bluff. 
C. P. Shea is good enough, 
sang the trucksters. 


Young’s Champion Is Squelched. 

Shea then called Young a “ sulky kid.“ A 
‘friend of Young’s got up to protest, but he 
was @rowned in the rah, ‘rahs. When 
Chairman McCarthy had restored order Shea 
continued: 

Shall the truck drivers be divided? I say 
to you thet the men who are trying to disrupt 
our unlon are disappointed officeseekers in 
the labor movement. Personally, I am will- 
ing to step down and out if Young will do 
the same. I don't want to stand in the way 
of the teamsters’ union.” 

For this, Shéa was given another round of 
‘rahs, but he didn't look much Hke a col- 
lege hero. The few remaining friends of 
the Young union withdrew in disorder. 
They reported to Young that there was no 
use trying to combat a man who employed 
such etrategy as Shea. Young last night 
issued a call for stronglunged young 
teamsters who were willing to learn the 


college style of “ rooting." 


Less peaceable methods’ may be in vogue 
‘this morning when the Shea faction of the 
truck drivers’ union will attempt to fill the 
places of fifty drivers in the barns of the 
J. C. Pennoyer Teaming company with other 
men. The Pennoyer drivers are said to have 
joined the Young movement. President Mc- 
Carthy of the truck drivers’ union enrolled 
„volunteers in the evening, who will march 
to the company’s barns and demand seats 
upon the wagons. Trouble is feared and the 
police probably will be asked to furnish pro- 
tection.

GREEKS HOLDBIG MEETING | 


FOUR THOUSAND VOICE PROTEST 
AGAINST MASSACRES. — 


Hull House Filled with Crowd Which 
Hears Speeches and Adopts Resola- | 
‘tlens Seeking End of the Indigni- 
ties Against Their People in Mace- 


donia—Bulgarian Outrage Will Be 
Brought to Attention of Powers 


Through Envoys. 


Four thousand Greek residents of Chicago 
heid a massmeeting at Hull house yesterday 
afternoon to protest against the Bulgarian 
outrages ih Macedonia. So great was the 
crowd that all could not get in the assembly 
room of the woman’s club building and over- 
flow meetings were held in the gymnasium 
and the theater, while others assembled in 
the street and listened to speeches there. 

At the close of the meeting resolutions were 
adopted denouncing the massacre of Greeks 
in Macedonia and asking the United States, 
through its ambassadors in foreign countries 
and President Roosevelt, to use all means 
known to diplomacy to secure better treat- 
ment for Greek subjects in Bulgaria. A 
copy of these resolutions will be sent to the 
‘American ambassador accredited to each of 
the great powers and to the president. The 
Greeks in other large cities of the United 
States are expected to take similar action and 
it is hoped a national movement may result. 


Parade Marches to Hull House. 

A large number, including many members 
of the Greek societies, gathered at South 
Water and Dearborn streets, and with ban- 
ners flying marched to the hall. The speak- 
ers were D. Manousopulos and 8. Georgiadia. 
Part of the exercises were in Greek and part 
in English, the resolutions being adopted in 
beth tongues. Ar explained by Mr. Manous- 
opulos in his address. the cause of the pres- 
ent trouble between Greece and Bulgaria is 
due to Macedonia, which, though a province 
of Turkey, is held to be the natural prey: of 
one of these other countries. The majority 
| of the province is Greek and it is so histor- 
ically and geographically, but Bulgaria 


outrages is being directed from Sofia. 
Altars Desecrated; Bishops Slain. 


These Bulgarian barbarians, members ot 
the Slavic race which once overran Europe 
and conquered all save Greece,“ declared the 
speaker, have stopped at nothing to drive 
out or kill the Greek spirit in Macedonia. 
They have desecrated the altars, burned the 
churches, murdered the priests, and, as a 
crowning outrage, burned Greek bishops at 
the stake with horrible torture. 

It is in self-defense alone that bands of 
Greeks have arisen to stem the hand of their 
enemies. All this time Turkey stands idly 
by, willing to see the Greeks and Bulgarians 
fighting against themselves. The powers 
should intervene, and under the treaty of 
Berlin are authorized to do so, as the Bulga-

them. Every uprising which takes place is 


charged to the Jews. 
Emigration Necessary, but Difficult. 


“The problem never will be solved we, 


the Jews remain in Russia. And emigration 
and the United States ‘is be- 
éoming more and more dimeult. England 
bas Its hew alien law and in the United States 
the immigrants all segregate in New York 
er Chicago until it is almost impossible for 
more to crowd in. 

The Zion- 
movement you know. recently has become 
@& ‘territorial movement.’ Instead of in- 
sisting on Palestine the territortallsts are 
Willing to take anything they can get. They

I. Zangwill, the novelist. and I believe they 
will be successful.

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NEED OF POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 
The people of Chicago, aroused by the 
failure of u savings bank in which thou- 
sands had deposited their a 10 earn- 
ings, demand the postal savings bank. 
Congress should give it to them No de- 
cent argument can be advanced for a re- 
fusal. A postal savings system would 
have been established loug ago in the 
United States but for two reasons. One 
of them was the failure of the public to 
demand it with sufficient emphasis! The 
other reason was the quiet but effective 
opposition of men interested in savings 
banks. ’ 

The people are becoming awakened to 
the need of a postal savings system; but 
the opposition of private interests con- 
tinues. The senate of the United States 
is the citadel of private interests. To the 
senate every financier looks for protection 
when legislation is proposed which, though 
beneficial to the public, may be harmful 
to him. Doubtless the owners of savings 
banks who fear government competition 
think they are strongly intrenched in the 
senate. 

Whatever the people ask for loudly they 
get. They will get a postal savings sys- 
tem if they insist upon it, and if private 
bankers suffer they will have only them- 
selves to blame. They have resolutely op- 
posed—in this state, at least—any trust“ 
worthy inspection of state banks. They 
have paved the way for such disastrous 
failures as that of Stensland. They have 
not worked as they should have done for 
the proper regulation „f private banks. 
In Chicago those banks depend largely 
for depositors on foreigners who are ac- 
customed to the postal savings bank sys- 
tem at home and who would use the sys- 
tem here if it were established. They 
cannot comprehend the absence here of 
what they have been brought up to regard 
as one of the most beneficent functions of 
a government. 

Selfish interests in Llinois have opposed 
ever since the failure of the Franklin, 
Beehive, and State Savings banks the 
adoption of adequate measures for the 
protection of the savings of the workers. 
They have permitted all kinds of wildcat 
institutions to flourish. If a postal sav- 
ings bank shall be established end those 
interests are hit they will have only them- 
nel ves to thank for it. 


THE LOCAL PHILANTHROPIST. 

The news of the death at Elgin of a promi- 
nent citizen who gave large sums for the 
improvement of the environment in which 
he and his neighbers lived suggests the ad- 
vantage which many American communities 
have in the possession of such public spirited 
citizens. The local philanthropist:is seldom 
so well known as his fellows who devote 
their wealth to enterprises of a national 
character or to those in connection with 
which there is a wider notoriety. But the 
actual accomplishments probably are as 
worthy of lasting praise as are the resu!ts of 
the noblest gifts to philanthropy or educa- 
tion. 

It is a Freat thing to be able to give 
millions of dollars to establish and equip a 


university, or to build libraries throughout : 


the country, or to place pipe organs in 
churches otherwise unable to have such 
accessories. The world rightfully renders 
praise to such generous donors, The story 
of such deeds is never ended.. But, after all, 
there is a peculiar interest which attaches to 
u philanthropy which finds expression in 


y gifts to one’s home town, where the praise 
: will be local, and where the influences will 


be comparatively narrow and without any 
of the far-reaching possibilities connected 
with the endowment of university or library 
from which radiating forces may reach the 
‘wttermost parts of the world. 
In the Elgin case the donor created two 
parks, contributed to two churches, 
rendered assistance to Christian associa- 
tions for young men and young women, and 
added to the endowment of a loca! academy, 


| + these large gifts no doubt being accom- 
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panied by many smaller ones never known 
by people generally. There are many Ameri- 
ean cities and towns which have had similar 
benefactors. They have given the funds 
needed for some local improvement impos- 
sible without the timely contribution, per- 
haps of small amount. They have awak- 


ened a sense of civic pride, they have estab-

BRYAN’S GOVERNMENT OWNERSHIP. 
Few persons who have had experience 
of European travel will join in Mr. Bry- 
an’s demand for government ownership 
of | lines in the United States. The 
inconveniences and discomforts of railroad 
trayel in Europe are known to every 
American who has tried it. The road- 
beds are rough, the cars light, and the 
motion violent. The sanitary arrange 
ments are ridiculously inadequate. The 
guards and conductors are singularly un- 
accommodating and surly unless they are 
tipped. The passenger who does not 
bribe them to do their duty is likely to be 
subjected to serious inconvenience. Peo- 
ple who have not traveled on European 
railways do not appreciate the blessings 
they enjoy in the United States. That is 
one respect in which America is infinitely 
superior to any European country. 

Military rule is endured in a Buropean 
country because the people have been ac- 
eustomed to it from infancy, but it would 
not 80 easily be tolerated in the United 
States. It is submitted to in Germany 
because it is almost necessary to the na- 
tional existence. The people of the 
United States do not feel the heed of it. 
They do not know what officialism on a 
railroad would mean, and if they did they 
would not accept it. European travelers 
are subjected to a host of petty and often 
unnecessary regulations which would be 
found in this country exceedingly irksome 
and galling. There is no appeal from 
the despotic order of a railway servant in 
Europe, whereas in the United States the 
employé who interferes with passengers 
unnecessarily is likely to be held to a 
striet account. 

There was an instance not long ago of 
a citizen of Chicago who wished to in- 
spect one of the railway stations in Ber- 
lin to see if there were any improvements 
which it would be possible to introduce in 
a proposed station of the same kind in 
this country. He made application to the 
American ambassador and was told that 
so many formulities would need to be ob- 
served and so much red tape would need 
to be unwound before the necessary per- 
mission could be obtained that it would 
probably be a matter of three or four 
days before the case could be reached and 
that it would be necessary to have the 
application go through the foreign office. 
Yet the traveling American merely wished 
to look through the station, and did not 
wish to buy it or remove it forcibly from 
its. foundations. 

Another traveler wished to take the 
méasurements of some engines and other 
rolling stock of a German railway and 
was told that it would be impossible to 
get the data he wished in less than a 
week, and then only after permission had 
been obtained from the foreign office. It 
was said that the measurements might be 
obtainéd and forwarded to him later, but 
it was not possible for him to wait in 
Berlin long enough to get them for him- 
self, 

Here was arbitrary officlalism inter- 
fering with the simplest discretion of the 
appbinted railway authorities. No doubt 


part of the restrictions thrown about rail- 


roads and part of the secrecy observed as 
to their methods of operation arise from 
the fact that they have a semi-military 
character. The uses to which they may 
be put in case of war are considered of 
more importance than those for which 
they are employed in time of peace. 

The utter irrelevancy of many railroad 
regulations on the continent to the needs 
of the traveling public is well known. It 
is a common thing to find sleeping cars on 
day trains, and rather unusual to get them 
on hight trains, except when they are at- 
tached to so-called “trains de luxe.” The 
sleeping cars themselves are abominable. 
The provisions for passengers are wholly 
inadequate. The beds are often dirty and 
the lavatory arrangements indescribably 
filthy. The service afforded by the so- 
called International Wagon Lit” would 
not be tolerated on the poorest railroad in 
the United States for a day. Persons 
who may be enamored of Mr. Bryan’s 
panacea for the ills of modern travelers 
would do well to take a few trips on con- 
tinental railroads and correct their opin- 
ions. 

What is said of passenger travel is true 
in an even greater degree of the freight. 
or goods.“ trains. The cars are small 
and the loads correspondingly light, their 
movement irregular and slow. and the 
charges high. Moreover, there is a cast- 
iron and despotic authority over the whole 
railroad system from which practically 
there is no appeal. Goods are forwarded 
when the government has nothing better 
to fo. The so-called express service, or 
„grande vitesse,” of the continent corre- 
sponds to our slow freight, and the “ pe- 
tite vitesse,” or European slow freight, 
has no parallel in the United States for 


| slowness, irregularity, and expense. 


We need to go confidently to a man 
like Mr. Bryan, who knows little or noth- 
ing of the subject, for an American opin- 
jon favorable to government ownership 
and operation in most of the continental 
countries. 


THE CRAZE FOR SPEED. 


There have been several automobile col- 
lisions in and near Chicago this year. The 
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last and most serious of them happened day 
before yesterday. Such accidents empha- 
size the fact that pedestrians and people in 
carfiages are not the only ones who require 
protection against the reckless chauffeur. 
Automobilists who keep within fair limits or 
speed and are cautions and skillful are them- 
selves in constant danger, and should be 
foremost in demanding rensonable speed 
regniation and the observance of ordinary 
care by all drivers of machines, 
The owner of am automobile who will 
have none but a competent chauffeur and 
who compels him to run the machine pru- 
dently, obeying the rules of the road and 
keeping to a fair rate of speed, will run 
over nobody, but he is in constant danger of 
delng run into. His safety depends on the 
judgment and skill of a person to him un- 
known coming in the opposite direction. 
If the chauffeur of the approaching ma- 
chine has skill and sense all will be well. 
If he has not a collision may be unavoidable, 
no matter what pains the law abiding chaut- 
feur may take to escape it. Whether the 
men who are obeying the law or those who 
are disobeying it are killed or wounded is 
then a matter of chance.

They are in urgent need of 
protection against chauffeurs or owners 
who, intoxicated with the craze for speed, 
race their machines recklessly along the 


bighways and around curves, taking little 


thought either of their own safety or that 
of persons coming in the opposite direction.

THE MODERN FPREACHER’S TASK. 

The olden time pastor, grown gray in the 
service of a community, who can look back 
over two or three generations of parishion- 
ers, thinking of parents and grandparents 
and their many descendants, christened, 
married, and buried under his ministrations, 
has no chance today. His old white church 
with its clock-faced tower has gone, along 
with the old families, the old homesteads, 
the old influences, which once marked Amer 
ican life. His constituents are no longer 
content to sit in box pews beneath the 
high pulpit to listen to sermons on eternal 
damnation, total depravity, justification by 
faith, sanctification, or the final persever- 
ance of the saints. Fluency of expression, 
power in prayer, sincerity and godliness of 
life no longer complete the equipment of 


one who is to hold a place as pastor of a | 


growing church. And when the demands 
Cistercian monks 


upon the modern minister are all consid- 
ered, it is not specially surprising that the 
profession no longer draws from each com- 
munity those who seem most likely in point 
of attainment. 

No. The modern congregation must have 
an up-to-date building, fully as attractive as 
ahy other in the community, its external 
architecture no more pleasing than the com- 
pleteness of its interior furnishings, its fine 
organ well adapted to accompany the trained 
singers who are depended upon for the music 
of the service. To secure these things 
money is needed, and no pastor is fitted for 
the place unless he has the rare power of 
raising funds, or at least of stimulating lead- 
ers of his flock who know how to draw the 
dollars from the critical worshipers. “ We 
need a sort of canvassing agent, a man with 
the persistence of a book or life insurance 
agent is a pretty frank and expressive way 
of stating what probably is the real feeling 
of many church members today. The 
chances are that the average minister who is 
led to adopt the calling from a sense of man’s 
need of salvation is unfitted for this sort of : 
canvass, 

The modern pastor must be a social leader, 
He must know how to shine at a wedding or 
at an afternoon tea, and must be as grace- 
ful in these respects as he is dignified and 
impressive in connection with the formal] 
ceremonial functions of his church. His 
calls must be numerous and they must be 
occasions for pleasant exchange of greetings 
rather than dreaded interviews on personal 
religion. Sometimes it seems as if a pastor 
“not afraid of notoriety,” as one put it in 
connection with a recent suburban case, is 


called for by modern religious leaders. In 


many cases it is more than likely that the 
student, fond of books and the companion- 
ship of letters, is as ill-fitted to attend to the 
social duties, of his profession as he is to 
collect delinquent subscriptions or lift a 
mortgage from the property of an already 
overburdened parish. 

And then, to make it all the worse, the 
present day congregation is exceedingly 
hard to please. The instruction once given 
through the pulpit alone is now afforded by 
a thousand media. The increased circula- 
tion of the daily papers, the development of 
widely read religious and semi-religious 
weeklies, the multiplication of philan- 
thropic, charitable, social, and educational 
activities, the increase in the number of 
topics upon which the modern minister must 
keep informed, all these combine with the 
mouey-raisihg requirements and the social 
duties to make the minister's life a strenu- 
ous one, with plenty of criticism and with 
retirement threatening when the step falters 
in the least.

That these ghosts should take the form of 
is borne in mind that Rufford was a Cistercian 
abbey in pre-reformation times. The park 
around it once formed part of that Sherwood 
forest where Robin Hood and his merry men 
plundered the rich for the benefit of the 


poor. The more modern portion of the abbey 
dates from the reigh of Queen Elizabeth, but 


the greater part of it is hundreds of years 

older, especially the magnificent.crypt, now 
hall, and unaltered since 
the tenes of the monks, with Its six foot thick 
walls. . 

At the time of the reformation, Rufford ab- 
bey was bestowed by King Henry VIII upon 
his favorite, George, earl of Shrewsbury, 
who at his death bequeathed it to his son- 
in-law, Sir George Savile. Rufford abbey 
remained in the. possession of the Savile 


without issue at the close of the eighteenth 
century, when it passed to his sister, married 
to the earl of Scarborough. 

It was her grandson, the eighth earl of 
Scarborough, who, having a family of nat- 
ural children for whom he wished to provide, 
left to them the succession to the Rufford 
abbey estates, the earldom of Scarborough, 
the other Scarborotigh estates, including 
Lumley castle, going to his cousin. He stipu- 
lated that each of his illegitimate descendants 
on succeeding to Rufford abbey should take 
the name of Savile, and the arms. 

The present Lord Savile is his grandson, 
who succeeded an uncle, his father’s elder 
brother, a famous diplomatist, who was 
created a peer on retiring from the service. 
The present Lord Savile is childless, and 
at his death, as there are no other descend- 
ants of the eighth earl of Scarborough, his 
grandfather, the Rufford abbey estates will 
revert to the earldom of Scarborough. 

— 


In reply to an inquiry from a reader it may 
de as well to explain that the peer known in 
the north of England as the bad Lord 
Lonsdale was not the late earl, as some peo- 
ple seem to imagine, but the first earl, and 
all sorts of wild legends and stories concern- 
ing his wicke@ness are current among the 
peasantry of Westmoreland, especially 
around Penrith, where Lowther castle, is 
situated. 

He seems to have been more eccentric than 
evil, and much of his oddity may have been 
due to a great sorrow in his life, namely, 
the premature death of a poor but lovely girl 
with whom he had become infatuated. She 
was a farmer’s daughter, and after her death 
he caused her body to be embalmed, and 
preserved it in his library at Lowther castle, 
that he might continue to contemplate her 
beauty. This and other peculiarities, as 
well as his swarthy complexion, led people 
not only to designate him as Black James,“ 
but also to aseribe to him all kinds of evil, of 
which he probably was guiltless, ; 

Local traditions in Westmoreland say, in- 
deed, that bis wicked deeds continued after 
his death, that his body objected so strongly 
to being buried that it actually hustled the 
officiating clergyman. It is added that when 
he was finally entombed he made it his busi- 
ness to annoy and insult all the other occu- 
pants of the graves in the churchyard, driving 
over them with his phantom coach and six, 
dancing fandangos on the tombs, playing 
cards and carousing on the altar of the 
church, and carrying on generally like a 
bold bad baron of the feudal ages. 

But it is told with a sigh of relief how one 
night, when he was trying to frighten some 
one over the edge of the cliff, a shepherd 
rolled a great stone on top of him, and the 
peasantry point to 4 large rock known by 
the name of the Wallow Rag.“ as the stone 
which holds him down, except on certain 
nights of the year, when he is said to visit 
Lowther castle in Bis phantom coach and 
six. He was suceeeded by his cousin, the 
friend and patron of the poet Wordsworth, 
who wrote of Lowther castle as follows: 


Lowthér, in thy majestic pile are seen

He was known ag the “ good ear!.”’

uncle of the present earl, who was the original 
of Disraeli’s Lord Eekdale in the novel Tan- 
cred,” and also the prototype of Lord Col- 
chicum in Thackeray's novel, Pendennis.” 
He used to sustain the loyalty of Westmore- 
land toryism on parliamentary election days 
by keeping huge hogeheads of fine old port 
wine on free tap at convenient corners of the 
streets of the county town of Appleby.

decree issued last Sunday promising a change

But the significance of the decree is found 
in the fact that it prescribes the identical 
condition for future candidates for office that 
the young emperor prescribed eight years 
ago, which led to the boxer uprising. It fs 
significant that the dowager empress, who 
then retired the young emperor for his rad- 
icalism, now issues in his name the identical 
decree which produced the revolution. 

A still more striking sign of progression is 
found in the fact that Yuan Shih Kai, lead- 
ing viceroy of the empire, already has es- 
tablished more than 5,000 primary and sec- 
ondary schools in the Chili province in order 
to prepare the young people of his province 
for the new government courses. 

He ia attempting to introduce western 
learning and, indeed, the English language 
into these schools as rapidly as possible. 
This creates a strong demand for American 
teachers, hut the pay is too low to justify 
persons from the United States to accept 
these minor positions. In leu of American 
and English teachers, the Japanese are 
being employed to teach western learning, 
and in some cases the English language.

“Pidgin” English Being Taught. 

The pidgzin English which is taught by 
some of the Chinese instructors would be 
laughable indeed were it not for the fact that 
the introduction of the English language may 
possibly become general, and if so may carry 
with it the introduction of western civiliza- 
tion. 

As Alexander's adoption of the Greek lan- 
guage enabled that conquered nation to 
transform the civilization of western Asia, as 
the‘ adoption of Roman law and the Latin 
language by the northmen carried with it 
Latin Christianity throughout Europe, so the 
prevalence of English speech in China dur- 
ing the next few years may bear with it 
western sciences and western civilization. 

As an indication of the growing Influence of 
Japan in China, 11,000 Chinese students are 
in Tokio striving to secure western learning 
from the government institutions and private 
schools. 

The Young Men's Christian association in 
Shanghai has seen the sign...cance of this 
movement, and has sent two American and 
three or four yourg Chinese Christians to 
Tokio to keep in touch with this group of 
Chinese students.
